It is 
intended, should favorable responses be received in sufficient 
numbers, to engage a large steamer for a post-conference 
trip of one week, visiting Newport, Nantucket, Block Island, 
and other points of interest in Long Island Sound, conclud- 
ing the trip with a day’s sail on the Hudson River. The

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A.L.A. PUBLISHING BOARD 


The Publishing Board expects to continue the Annotated 
titles of books on English and American history in annual 
form, to be issued as a special number of the Book .istT. 

' The lists for 1897 to 1903 are already in print, and are 
on sale by the Publishing Board ($1 a year in pamphlet form; 
$2 ayearin card form). It is hoped to issue the titles of 
1904 about January 1, 1906; those for 1905 in June, 1906. 

Provided a sufficient number of subscriptions are received 
in advance, these titles will also be issued on cards as hereto- 
fore. Price $2.00 for each year (2 cards and 1 slip for each 
of the 100 or more titles). 


Printed catalog cards for Reed’s Modern eloquence, 15 v., 
are to be issued within the next two months. Only a limited 


number of sets will be printed, and librarians wishing these 
cards are asked to send an early order. Price for the set, 
about $5.25. 


The cards for the Warner Library of the world’s best 
literature, of which 250 sets were printed, are now out of 
print. 


The Board is considering the further revision of the 
A.L.A. List of subject headings, the first edition of which 
was printed in 1895, and the second revised edition in 1898. 
Librarians and catalogers are specially asked to send to the 
Secretary criticisms of the present List and suggestions for 
its improvement. 





EXPLANATION 


Prices of net books marked ** are subject under the rules 
of the American Publishers’ Association to not more than 10% 
discount to libraries within a year of the date of publication 
(given in parentheses after the year). Those marked * do 
not come under the rules, but are generally charged at a 
small discount. Prices marked t or unmarked are usually 
subject to a discount of 334, or 25%. 

Following the note are given items helpful in cataloging. 
1. The Decimal classification. 2. The Expansive classifica- 
tion. 3. Suggested subject headings and references for a 
dictionary catalog. 4. The order number for Library of Con- 
gress cards followed by a figure indicating the number of 
cards necessary to catalog the book with the headings sug- 
gested, including a title card. The price for Library of Con- 
gress cards is 2c. for the first card and 4c. for each additional 
card for the same title ordered at the same time. Books fol- 
lowed by sign *¥ are suggested for first purchase. The size 
is given when more than 20 cm. or less than 15 cm. 

The purpose of the Booklist is helpfulness, and all com- 
ment and suggestion looking toward that result will be wel- 
comed by the editor. Suggestions of book titles are also 
invited, with brief notes based on personal knowledge. These 
titles with full entry and subject headings should reach the 
editor by the 2zoth of the month.
